The only honest man that he had beard preach, 
was the clergyman of Stoke, where be was then 
prescaing, whe candidly coniessed that he knew 
net God.” 

Mr Maleck did not inform us why Christian- 
ity, alter having once been delivered to the 
Semts, was again made a sealed and unintelligi 
ble book for se many ages, until the coming of 
thie biee-costed prophet; ner why be, who 
alent could comprehen< ite mysteries, was there 
to be tound preaching to about threescore per- 
sons, While se Many ignorant pretencers were 
running to and fro in the earth, and deluding so 
many millions with false inteiligence ; but be 
was exceedingly personel in bis remarke on the 
stewari of some nedieman in the seigtbor- 
heod, te whom he had offered bis “ sew kind of 
Christianity,” and who had proved as intracta- 
ble as Lord Byron.

Hed 
he pot oid (bem @ hundred times tbat our hearts 
never could be changed; that our eld hearts 
could newer be taken away! A new beart 
might be given us, bul the old heart, the old 
Adam's bhear!, would Ii remaim Within us, and 
be perpetually endeavoring te corrupt the new 
beart. 

The poor potter looke’ down in humiliation 
at this reproet, and the ladies wept bitter tears 
over such an ewiul iustance of human ebfusce 
ues 0! mind.

THE ROEITES. 

The last of the local sects which | shall notice 
bere, ws the sect of the Roeites. 
Calverton, a retired village in Nottingbam- 
shire, bee had the distinction of producing two 
men whose names have travelie’ beyond its own 
boundaries. Lee, @ gentleman who, having paid 
bis atdresses to a young woman who maintaied 
herself by Buitting Gne stockings, aod being re- 
fused by ber, vowed that be would invent a ma- 
chine that should spoil her trade forever, and, 
therefore, never ceased beating bie brain till he 
bad produced the stocking-frame, anc given 
birth to the staple trade of Nottingham, Derby, 
aod Leicester; and John Roe, a cottager, who 
made bimeelf the epoetic of & new sect, which, 
however, never epread beyond his own village, 
exist Ch 

John Roe wes disgusted with the religsons he 
made himeelf erqueinted with, and still looming 
about for ope to which he could join himeelf, he 
spied out the Quakers. He greatly admired ai! 
thoee of their customs which asserted a freedom 
from the b.stablishment, but be did not see the 
reasocableness of other of their practices. He 
therefore eet about te form a new sect, to be 
styled the Reformed Quekers. Jobn and his dis- 
ciples resolved to marry and bury among them- 
selves, ae the Quakers did, but they soon found 
that they wanted the legal authority which the 
Quakers bad obtained long before. The parish 
authorities required them to give security that 
their children should set become chargeabic ; 
bet they refused to Go any thing of the sind, as-

wr that they only did as the Quakers did, 
a ke them, would suffer anything that the 
magistrates might! please to inflict, ratber thao 


implicate one atom of religious liberty. The 
consequence wes, that John, and the chief mem- 
bers of his church, soon found themerives in 
Nottwwghem Jai. There they continued some 
years, maintaining their testimeny, as licorge 
You would bave called it, es stubbornly as he 
could have dese. Eventually they wore out the 
patience of the magistrates, who were giad to 
get red of them as well as they could. They 
were therefore informed that the prison doors 
Were open, and that (hey might walk out at 
their pleasure. Bat ne; like Paul and Silas of 
old, they said: “The magistrates beve put us 
here, and they shall come aad take us out."’ 
Jobr and his fellow-marstyrs triomphed. The 
magistrates were faim te go and make them- 
selves very agreeable, and request the bely apos 
tiee of religion ead matrimony most politely to 
do them the fever te e¢journ from those walls, 
whieh they se jong Lenered with their pre. 
sence, to (heir e dwell: ad their desuwing 
friends at Calverton, which very civil request 
John and his brethren were pleased to grant, aod 
jseved torth with due dignity exactiy at noon- 
dey.
